Director Brady with reference to the building of the new City Hospital, 
and in that resolution he is authorized to employ an architect or architects

equal responsibility". 


I feel that in view of the fact that it is in my department to build a 
hospital, that all of the Commissioners, in a project as big as ; that, should 
assume the same responsibility. 


I have asked the Law Department to prepare this resolution, and the 
corporation counsel, Mr. Parsonnet said that he will not approve it because 
it is contrary to law. I disagree with Mr. Parsonnet and I want it noted 
in the record my position in regard to the building of this new hospital 
and I want at this time to have Mr. Parsonnet state his position so that it 
is in the record. 


Mr. Parsonnet: I want to make it clear Mr. Mayor and Commissioners 


that the Court of Errors and Appeals has held specifically that a particular 
function or duty must be assigned to a single department and cannot be

COMMISSIONER BRADY: I move its adoption. 
MAYOR MURPHY: The Clerk will call the roll. 


YEAS: Commissioners Brady, Villani, Mayor Murphy. 


NAYE: Commissioner Ellenstein. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: I want 
to say in connection with the tax 
ordinance on the budget that to 
sign that would be to endorse the 
principle as contained in this budg- 
et, which creates a fictitious tax 
rate. The first attempt to bring the 
tax rate down to the present figure 
of $6.76 was brought to the attention 
of the public generally when the 
$730,000 was taken out of the Board 
of Education budget, and which was 
declared illegal and that was sub- 
sequently confirmed by Mr. Walter 
Darby the Commissioner of Local 
Government. The Commission not 
having succeeded in that direction 
then anticipated 91-% percent of the 
current tax collections, which is 
larger by 1-% percent than they 
have anticipated in the past, in the 
past years, or during the lush years 
when the economic conditions were 
much better than they are today. 


I believe we are all aware that 
industries are beginning to cut down 
on their organizations and that 
things are rapidly, economically, the 
economic position of the city, are 
gradually approaching normalcy. It 
has been determined that the normal 
tax collections are 85 percent cf the 
current. That is, the amount antici- 
pated in normal times. 


Now it seems to me that it is 
bad policy and that it is a creation 
of a fictitious tax rate by anticipat- 
ing more in tax collections than we 
did in the last years since the war, 


and it is nothing more than mislead- 
ing the taxpayers. And if we should 
fall down to 2 percent below the 
91-15 percent anticipated in current 
tax collections, to 89-% percent— 
which would still be 4-% percent 
above the normal tax collections in 
normal years—all of our surplus and 
reserves will be wiped out, all wiped 
out in the next succeeding years. 


I believe it is very bad policy to 
anticipate current tax collections 
and reduce the budget in that fash- 
ion to the extent of $850,000, and. ab- 
parently, it is only designed for this, 
the election year. I think the tax- 
payers and the citizens of the city 
should be made aware of that. 


Furthermore, it is equally as bad, 
if not worse, physically to take $550,- 
000 out of the Water Department 
that has a $1,200,000 reserve in the 
form of government bonds. We are 
a $50,000,000 corporation. Our gross 
income is over $3,000,000 and it is 
unwise not to have any reserves in 
the event there is a major break in 
one of the larger lines. In £he Water 
Department we have 583 miles of 
water lines ranging in diameter be- 
tween 4 and 60 inches. It is un- 
heard of that any industry or any 
business man would not have a re- 
serve so that he can use it in bad 
times, and not spend it in good times. 


The policy of this Commission has 


been physically to live from nand 
to mouth and from day to day, and 
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] think almost every person, even a 
man, a family man saves some 
money for the time when he may 
have sickness in his family or he 
may lose his job, so as to tide him 
over for that time. That has not been 
the policy for this Commission for it 
is putting the $1,200,000 of surplus 
into a budget to create a fictitious 
taxrate. 


This tax rate brought down to 
$6.76, has not been done through 
economic measures. Economy has 
not been practiced. It has been done 
through manipulations as it was 
tried in the case of the Board of 
Education budget. And it is now 
being done by appropriating $1,200,- 
000 through surplus. We ought to 
have in this city, or a city of this 
size, at least $30,000,000 in reserves 
so that we don’t run into the same 
condition as existed during the de- 
pression years. During those years 
we did not average more than 71 
percent of the current tax collec- 
tions. If we should have a depres- 
sion like that, we should have any- 
wheres from a $13 to a $15 tax rate. 
If we should only drop down to 
normalcy of only 85 percent of the 
tax collections, the way we are 
operating on a cash basis, we will 
have an $11 or a $12 tax rate. 


During the depression years, we 
put into the budget $12,000,000 for 
reserves as against uncollected taxes 
so as to assure that we can operate 
on a cash basis. Last year the re- 
serves for uncollected taxes was $4,- 
200,000. And you could readily see 
the vast difference. In the event we 
do not collect 91-% percent of the 
current tax collections, it would be 
necessary to put the deficit in the 
next year’s budget, and we will only 
be able to anticipate what we ex- 
perience in tax collections this year, 
and it wil. become necessary to put 
a very much larger reserve in for 
uncollected taxes. And as I say I 
cannot in good conscience vote for 
this budget rigged as it is by manipu- 


lations, because ıt only tends to mls- 
leac. the taxpayers of our city, and 
I would be endorsing this method 
employed by the Commission if I 
were to approve of this tax budget. 
Therefore, I vote “no.” 


Mr. Milton Hendler: Mr. Mayor, 
could I be heard on the budget? 


Mayor Murphy: Well, I have no 
objection if the Commissioners want 
to have you heard. But when I had 
called for remarks before, no one 
answered, and the hearing was 
closed. 


Mr. Hendler: Well, I was not here, 
but if you don’t want to hear me, it 
is all right with me. 


Commissioner Villani: I have no 
objection. 


Commissioner Brady: I have no 
objection too. I move we reconsider 
the motion so that we do it in ac- 
cordance with proper procedures. I 
move that the motion be recon- 
sidered. 


Commissioner Villani: I second 
the motion. 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
call the roll. 


Yeas: Commissioners Brady, El- 
lenstein, Villani, Mayor Murphy. 


Commissioner Brady: Now, Mr. 
Mayor, I move that the hearing be 
reopened for any discussion on the 
budget as amended. 


Commissioner Villani: I second 
the motion. 


Commissioner Brady: But stick to 
the amendment. 


The City Clerk: The hearing is 
on the amendment only. 


Mr. Hendler: I understand that. 
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Mayor Murphy: The Clerk wili 
call the roll. 


Yeas: Commissioners Brady, El- 
lenstein, Villani, Mayor Murphy. 


Mr. Milton Hendler: Mr. Mayor, 
and gentlemen of this Commission, 
it seems that you gentlemen find it 
more expedient to juggle the figures 
in order to lower the taxes, even 
though it is only a few points, than 
it is to lay off the drones and other 
leeches on the city payroll. 


Why do we need the unneces- 
sary Local Board of Assessments? 
And I ask you, Mr. Mayor, is it good 
to have three people on that doing 
nothing, and a couple of stenog- 
raphers and some summary expenses 
with a unit—and I am saying this, 
and believe me without any rancor. 
That is very poor business. That is 
the worst type of business to have, 
a unit that does not virtually put in 
a token appearance. The only thing 
they probably do is to come down 
and put in an appearance for their 
check. Now, there are three men 
there. Do these three men owe so 
much to the Commissioners who 
sponsored them that they are afraid 
to discard this Board, Mr. Mayor? 


Mayor Murphy: You are asking 
me that question? 


Mr. Hendler: I am asking you a 
question. 


Mayor Murphy: That question was 
answered at the hearing, and the 
explanation was given here. Of 
course, I thought you were here at 
the time. 


Mr. Hendler: No, I was not here, 
I am sorry. 


Mayor Murphy: I am sorry ioo. I 
thought perhaps you were here at 
the budget hearing. 


Mr. Hendler: Yes, I was here at 


the budget hearing, but I figured 
that perhaps between then and now, 
perhaps the Commissioners had a 
change of heart, and they would 
probably :ay off these drones. And 
they are drones in the full sense of 
the word. 


Mayor Murphy: Of course, you 
may charge other departments with 
having drones too. 


Mr. Hendler: That is true, and I 
don’t deny that. 


Mayor Murphy: The Commission 
has taken action on it and it feels 
as though if there should be any 
change, it should be left to the in- 
coming Commissioners. 


Mr. Hendier: Yes, but why spend 
all this money? Why don’t you show 
the taxpayers that you are doing 
it? 


Mayor Murphy: These men are 
now being paid, and it is only a 
matter o2 a month and a half until 
election time, and it is up to the 
Commissioners to decide what hey 
want to do with it. The money is 
not being spent. The money will be 
saved. 


Mr. Hendler: How long do the 
people of Newark have to.bear or 
have to pay your wages to perpetu- 
ate your economic hold on our city? 
I mean, how long do we have to 
pay for people that do nothing so 
that organizations can be buil up 
to perpetuate it? I mean, do you 
think it :s good government? And I 
ask you this sincerely. You would 
not do tais in your house, none of 
you. You would not do it in your 
business, nor would you do it if you 
had to spend an extra quarter to 
have your car repaired. Yet, it is 
at the expense of the citizens in this 
community, and we are faced with 
such repair bills that are in the off- 
ing. Our streets are bad, our sewers 
are bad, our water system is in- 
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adequate Our schools need bad re- 
pairs. Ard they are in such a state 
of poor disrepair that'I heard it 
stated last year that some of these 
schools are unsafe to go to. And yet 
there are 1,200 people more on the 
payroll today, according to the 
papers, than we had ten or twelve 
years ago. And yet, there is less 
work. Less work has been done in 
this city. The streets have not been 
repaired, the sewer lines are in bad 
shape, tke schools as I stated, are 
in bad shape, and yet we are spend- 
ing all that money and getting noth- 
ing for it. 


Mayor Murphy: Well, they are not 
on my payroll. 


Mr. Hendler: I don't care where 


` they are. I am making a statement 


now that it is poor business. 


Mayor Murphy: Answering for 
myself — 


Mr. Hendler: (Interrupting) I will 
say this much, Mr. Mayor, and 
gentlemen of this Commission, if 
you are going to be ostriches, if 
you think by juggling the figures 
and making the tax rate low ,that 
you are going to lull yourself into a 
sense of security, you are sadly mis- 
taken, and please believe me that 
you are, because as I have pointed 
out to ycu and as you well know, 
industry is moving from the city, 
and it is not likely as one of the 
Commissioners said this morning, 
that other people are coming here. 
That is not true. They are not com- 
ing here. Because the Chambers of 


- Commerce have invited people to 


come in other cities, but we don't 
Go that here, because we are jug- 
gling figures to have a low tax rate. 
After election then the school budg- 
et will be reopened and some of it 
will be put back that was eliminated. 
Now, if your collections fall you are 
going to be in trouble. 


Mayor Murphy That is not so. 


Mr. Hendler They are falling now. 
Mayor Murphy: That is not so. 


Mr. Hendler: You could ask Bam- 
bergers and you could ask Kresges. 
They are good business people. 


Mayor Murphy: But Bambergers 
is not collecting taxes for the City 
of Newark. 


Mr. Hendler: I know that, but if 
people cannot pay current expenses 
for clothing and for food, how are 
they going to pay taxes, with what? 


Mayor Murphy: I have every rea- 
son to believe that the 91-15 percent 
isa safe margin for the city to antici- 
pate as income. That is my opinion. 
Of course, you are entitled to your 
opinion. Everybody is entitled to 
their own opinion. But I think the 
taxpayers are entitled to every con- 
sideration they could get. 


Mr. Hendler: I say that the five 
mer. on this Board are very fine and 
congenial people, and I have a lot 
of respect for them personally; but 
I don't have a lot of respect for them 
as business people. They don't be- 
long here. Many people have ceased 
to come here because they know it is 
futile to come down here to protest 
against anything. And don't be lulled 
into sense of false security that be- 
cause they are not here that they 
are not going to give a good ac- 
count of themselves, because they 
certainly will. Because if I worked 
for my father, as I did once, and if 
I did not do my work, he would dis- 
charge me, and I believe that the 
people who are guilty of running 
the city in a fashion that they have 
done, they should be discharged in 
the same fashion. 


Mayor Murphy: I have not been 
lulled into a feeling of false security. 
I feel as though I am answerable to 
the public. I feel as though the pub- 
lic understands my position thor- 
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oughly. As an individual you are 
entitled to your opinion, and so am 
L, and so is everyone else in the City 
of Newark. I think that we are on 
a sound basis, and I don't agree with 
your projection. 


Mr. Hendler: You don't believe 
that any person should be laid off 
that is unnecessary to the city pay- 
roll? 

Mayor Murphy: Yes, absolutely. 


Mr. Hendler: How many should be 
laid off? 


Mayor Murphy: I haven't got any. 


Mr. Hendler: I read in the papers _ 


that people have been added to the 
payroll and they should be laid off. 


Mayor Murphy: Not by me. 


Mr. Hendler: I said to you a few 
weeks ago that you have deputy 
clerks, you have secretaries, you 
have assistant secretaries, you have 
assistant clerks and so on and so 
forth, and one of the Commissioners 
asked me to name names. Now, isn't 
that a bright remark? In other words 
the payroll just goes up itself. May- 
be nobody is working there, and 
they just pay the money to the 
winds. 


Commissioner Brady: I move that 
the hearing be now closed. 


Commissioner Villani: I second the 
motion. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion is made 
that the hearing be closed. The 
Clerk will call the roll.

Mayor Murphy: Is there any citi- 
zen who desires to be heard on this 
ordinance? 


Mr. Kaveny: I represent the Ka- 
veny Brothers Company, 33-35 
Bloomfield Avenue, Newark. I would 
like to speak in opposition to the 
ordinance because there are certain 


things in the ordinance which af- 
fect us. Certain amendments should 
be made to the ordinance to cover 
Situations which confront us and 
other oil burner firms, in that we 
render day and night and Sunday 
services, and there are plenty of 
times when we have to do wiring 
in order to maintain those sérvices. 
And with an ordinance like this it 
practically puts us not only ovt of 
business but in addition it penalizes 
us if we don't have a master :lec- 
trician in our business there. For 
one, we would like to have included 
an exception for the manufacturer 
of oil burners as well as for the 
manufacturer of electrical apparatus. 
If they could install their own equip- 
ment we should also be permitted 
to do it. We have been taking out 
electrical permits for the past 20 
years, and while we are not elec- 
trical contractors we do install our 
own equipment. We do hire men. 
Yet it makes us take an examination 
the same as any other firm. If one 
company is going to be exempt, I 
think we should have a right to be 
exempt along with the others. 


Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Ka- 
veny, I am surprised to learn that 
there is any opposition at all tc this 
electrical ordinance. Jt has been in 
a formative stage for over a year. 
Now, in my long years of experi- 
ence in the Department of Public 
Safety, 35 complete years, it very 
often comes to our attention that 
there have been numerous fires due 
to faulty installation of elec:rical 
equipment. It is the intention of the 
ordinance to safeguard not only the 
rights o2 business but to safeguard 
particularly the inhabitants of vari- 
ous types of buildings, whether they 
be industrial buildings or whether 
they be private homes or office 
buildings, to protect the lives cf the 
occupan's of those buildings at all 
times as against the cause of fires 


through faulty electrical installa- 


tion. It is not our intention to pre- 
vent anyone qualified to install elec- 
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trical wiring or any electrical equip- 
ment. The only purpose of the ordi- 
nance, is to get some kind of a safe- 
guard with respect to the installa- 
tion of electrical equipment. 


There is nothing in the ordinance 
to fear. If at any time anyone is 
confronted with a situation, with a 
refusal of a certificate as to his 
merits as a working man, I want 
that brought to my attention. It is 
not our intention to injure the work- 
ing man as such, nor the contrac- 
tor as such. I think your fears are 
unfounded. 


Mr. Kaveny: I do not object to 
the ordinance itself, but there is one 
thing that I think should be made 
more clear. I think it should be more 
clearly defined. For example, the 
manufacturer of electrical appa- 
ratus has a right to install some of 
the equipment, but you cannot call 
an oil burner an electrical apparatus. 


Commissioner Keenan: It must be 
fed by electricity. The juice carried 
in the wires must be considered 
electrical work. Those electricians, 
as electricians, have nothing to fear. 
They wil. only be recorded as bona 
fide, qualified electrical workers, 
call it what you wish. Or, electrical 
equipment installers. 


The City Clerk: Is there anybody 
else who desires to be heard in op- 
position to this ordinance? 


Mr. Thomas Cheatham: Our ob- 
jection would be the same as the 
objection of the former speaker; but 
the only thing right now is we do 
have an electrical inspection on the 
insulation of the electrical appli- 
ances, anyway, and we have men 
who have been in the business for 
the past twenty years installing this 
equipment. We feel that we are do- 
ing the proper installation at the 
present time, and it is just a matter 
of defining who is going to say 
whether the man 1s qualified or not. 


Commissioner Keenan He will get 
a fair examination. For those that 
are known and established electri- 
ciarıs it won't be necessary. 


Mr. Cheetham: Right now we 
have men installing this equipment 
on our payroll doing electrical work. 


Commissioner Keenan: Do they 
know anything about electrical in- 
stallation? 


Mr. Cheetham: Well, they have 
been doing it for the past twenty 
years. 


Commissioner Keenan: Then they 
have nothing to fear in an examina- 
tion. 


Mr. Cheetham: As I understand 
it we don’t have to go out and get 
a license or another electrician to do 
that work? 


Commissioner Keenan: No. But 
we feel sure that he knows what he 
is doing when he is installing this 
electrical portion of your equipment. 
That is all there is to it. 


The City Clerk: Is there anyone 
else who objects? 


Mr. John Martindale: I represent 
the Supreme Fuel Company of New- 
ark, and my objection is the same 
as the other gentlemen in regard to 
the installation of the oil burners. 
Our men are competent and they 
have been doing this work. 


Commissioner Keenan: Does the 
explanation that I have given to the 
other two men suffice as far as you 
are concerned? 


Mr. Martindale: Only to this extent; 
I would like to know what our serv- 
ice men have to do to become li- 
censed electricians. 


Commissioner Keenan: Your serv- 


ice men in regard to the electrical 
portion will have to know what they 
are doing when they are installing. 
We have to be satisfied that they 
know enough about electrical in- 
stallation so that they know what 
they are doing. 


Mayor Murphy: Did you hear the 
explanation by the director before 
on this same point? He explained it 
all to the previous speaker. 


Mr. Martindale: The only thing I 
have in mind this time :s just as 
soon as the City starts enforcing it 
and forces us to become licensed 
electricians, our position will be 
jeopardized and the union will step 


in and everybody will become: 


unionized. 


Mayor Murphy: Of course the em- 
ployees have a right to organize any 
time they want that is their choice, 


and you cannot stop them from do- 
ing that. 


Mr. Martindale: My objectior. is 
this; while the fellow could do the 
work as far as our burner is con- 
cerned, that licensed electricians 
cannot install the oil burners. 


Commissioner Keenan: It has 
nothing to do with oil burners. We 
are interested in who installs elec- 
trical equipment. 


The Ordinance was passed after 
third and final reading. 


Commissioner Villani: I move we 
adjourn. 


Mayor Murphy: Motion is made 
that the meeting adjourn. The C.erk 
will call the roll.

Newark is big business. It has an 
assessed valuation in excess of $730,-

I know that this is a proud mo- 
American 
friends, It is also a proud moment 
for all of my other friends, of every 
race and creed, withou whose friend- 
ship and loyal support I could not 
ncw be the Chief Executive of our 
city. I feel happy for them, and 
promise that I shall do everything 
within my power to maintain their 
esteem and respect. 


Because we live in America where 
the people alone have tbe right to 
say who shall govern them, it is 
possible for us to meet here today 
under these pleasant circumstances. 
It is difficult to realize that this oc- 
casion is the climax to one of the 
most intensive campaigns in the 
history of our city. Yet, this is true. 
And we should all be grateful that 
the voters of Newark could listen 
to a discussion of every possible is- 
sue, stand the impact of the heat 
and passion—of the campaign, and 
yet go to the polls in the traditional 
American way and calmly make 
their choice. 


The greatest testimonial to the 
strength and character of the people 
of Newark was reflected in the calm- 
ness on Broad Street on Wednesday 
of last week—in contrast to the 
nervous excitement of the previous 
day. And it is in this spirit of calm- 
ness—and the acceptance of the will 
of the majority—that I speak to you. 


Good government comes from the 
heart and the soul and the experi- 
ence of those who govern—not from 
the form of the government.

One of my campaign promises was 
harmony. I said I was against ihe 
organization of the Commission ac- 
cording to any pre-arranged plan, 
arrived at by an arbitrary majorit 
to the exclusion of a minority. I said 
that I based my opposition to this 
type of organization, upon the broad 
American principle, that the voters 
of Newark elect, neither a minority 
: nor a majority, but 5 independent 
and experienced men, with a man- 
date to distribute equally among 
themselves, the Departments, as well 
as the duties and responsibilities of 
the city government. 


It must be apparent to you, = 
friends, that the new Commission 
has already achieved that harmony, 
and that there has been a complete 
agreement among us on the distri- 
bution of our Department. And, I 
might add, that if during our dis- 
cussions there were differences of 
honest opinions, that is just an- 
other indication that every. Com- 
missioner made his contribution 
toward achieving this all important 
harmony. 


I know that each of my colleagues 
is undertaking an equal share of the 
burdens, and is qualified for the 
work he will do, I feel hopeful for 
the next four years. 


I was raised in the “Down Neck" 
section of our city and, in fact, I am 
stil a “Down Necker.” 


Throughout all these years I have 
tried to keep close to the people 
and to understand their problems. 
I believe I have succeeded, because, 


in many respects, their problems 
have been my own problems. 


In the spirity of economy, and in 
partnership with my fellow Com- 
missioners, I hope to save wherever 
I can without reducing the essential 
services to the people. 


In my own Department, I propose 
to affect economies made possible 
by the motorization of certain Bu- 
reaus. The new equipment and a 
general re-organization of the per- 
sonnel will permit a more efficient 
and econornical operation and will 
help to achieve the common pur- 
pose of the new Commission: 


I stand pledged and I know my fel- 
low Commissioners stand pledged to 
carry out their every promise made 
in this campaign. 


I know, and my colleagues on tae 
Commission know, that somethiag 
has to be done about better housing 
and slum clearance. Something must 
be done about the veterans.

Commissioner Ellenstein: Rever- 
end clergy, Mr. Mayor, Colleagues 
and Fellow-citizens, in assuming the 
duties of fiscal officer in the Depart- 
ment of Revenue and Finance, I re- 
alize the grave responsibilities at- 
tending me, particularly as ihey re- 
late to the bringing down of the tax 
rate to such reasonable proportions 
as will encourage private capital to 
make investments for construction 
of multiple housing units, or the :0- 
cating of industries in our city. 


Earnest effort has been made to 
distribute the divisions to the five 
departments of the City government 
with consideration to the sound re- 
lationship that each division bears 
to the respective department, anc I 
believe to the satisfaction of each of 
the five Commissioners. Further- 
more, the patronage usually claimed 
by Commission majorities in the 
past has been equitably distributed 
in conference, thus eliminating any 
cleavage of majority and minority 
rule. 


All of the elected. city officials 
have agreed and have promised to 
carefully screen the personnel in 
their respective departments with a 


view to eliminating the unnecessary 
employees, bringing the number 
down to an irreducible minimum. 
Agencies, obviously unnecessary, 
will be immediately abolished. These 
factors will undoubtedly substantial- 
ly reduce our tax rate. 


The unsound fiscal policy pursued 
in recent years will be carefully sux- 
veyed and analyzed in all its phases 
for equality of levying and collect- 
ing taxes, with equitable treatment 
for all. 


I shall urge and insist that all em- 
ployees in the Department of Rev- 
enue and Finance be made aware 
that co-ordinated action is expected 
to restore the confidence of all tax- 
payers in Newark's governing body. 


As the City's finance officer I shall 
not hesitate to inform any one of 
the other City commissioners from 
time to time, between budget mak- 
ing periods, as to their obligations 
with respect to finances, in order to 
insure the greatest benefit to our 
taxpayers. 


The Department of Revenue and 
Finance is a department upon which 
all taxpayers depend for sound eco- 
nomical policies in all the city func- 
tional activities. It is not a service 
department. It should serve as a 
check valve for all expenditures in 
order to prevent an unreasonable 
tax rate. To that end, I shall strive 
to the utmost to perform my duty.

Newark, N. J., August 8, 1949 


A special meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date in the Conference Room, third 
floor, City Hall, Newark, at 11:00 
A. M., Daylight Time. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: The 
meeting will come to order. The 
Clerk will call the roll. 


Present: Commissioners 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Moran. 


Carlin, 


Absent: May Villani. 


The City Clerk presented the fol- 
lowing call for the meeting: 


#42812 - Letter from Commissioner 
Ellenstein requesting the special 
meeting to.discuss pending ne- 
gotiations between City of New- 
ark, the Port of New York 
Authority and the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Co, on the 
question of the latter locating 
a plant in Newark. 


The City Clerk read a tele- 
gram fm Mayor Villani, sent 
from Chicago in which the 
Mayor extended his support to 
tHe attitude taken by the City 
Commission. 


Acting Mayor Ellenstein: Before 
offering taese resolutions I want to 
say that I have a telegram here that 
has been publicized. I received it on 
Friday morning, after a telephone 
conversation with Mr. Dwight D. 
Ingemells, who is the man designa- 
ted by Anheuser-Busch as their 
counsel and designated to carry on 
the negotiations to obtain proper 


assurance that would justify the 
erection of this huge industry in the 
City of Newark. 


The telegram is the result of tele- 
phone communications I have had 
with Mr. Ingemells. He told me that 
he had talked with Colonel Busch, 
president of Anheuser-Busch, Inc., 
over the trans-atlantic cables. Col- 
onal Busch told him, upon his arrival 
in this country, that unless he had 
assurance from the Port of New 
York Authority and the City of New- 
ark, that their construction of the 
plant and the operation thereof ‘ill 
not be interferred with in the future, 
that the company would forget ail 
about the situation and seek to 
locate elsewhere in the east. 


Now, the Anheuser Busch Com- 
pany had abandoned the idea, after 
two meetings with the Port of New 
York Authority, in January of last 
year, January 23rd, and again on 
February 27th, and not having re- 
ceived any assurance, and having 
become concerned about the likeli- 
hooc of their locating in Newark, 
not getting any thing specific from 
the Port of New York Authority, 
they sought to buy some brewery in 
the east, or to locate the plant else- 
where but Newark. 


I asked him to put that in a tele- 
gram and he sent me this telegram, 
"I have just talked to Colonel Busch, 
in London, and he will be in New 
York City on August llth, where I 
am to meet him. It is imperative that 
we get an early decision." 


They have the contractor and they 
are prepared to start on September 
lst with actual construction I don't 
know who the contractor 1s, but they 
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are prepared to start on September 
lst, and the program calls for the 
eompletion of the buildings as they 
can start operations by the end of 
Spring. That is the purpose. Oth&- 
wise, they lose the benefits of the 
seasonal operations during the sum- 
mer of next year, and the following 
year. 


They say their program calls for 
the completion by next spring. The 
plans are all drawn. They are ready 
to construct. They have their con- 
tractor, the same contractor, or other- 
wise the same contractor will erect 
the structure elsewhere. 


That is what prompted the reso- 


“lutions and special meeting. It is of 


vital importance to the welfare of 
the city and I think to which you 
will all agree. I offer the two reso- 
lutions, one, the commission appoint- 
ing Commissioner Ellenstein to Ne- 
gotiate on behalf of the city com- 
mission, requested the Port of New 
York Authority to meet with the 
Board of Commissioners on August 
10th, and requesting a copy of this 
to be forwarded to the Port of New 
York Authority and Anheuser Busch, 
Inc, and to the Governor of the 
State of New Jersey. And the other 
resolution calling upon the Gover- 
nor to use his good offices that this 
industry may be acquired for the 
City of Newark, to get this industry 
into the City of Newark. The Clerk 
wil call the roll. 


429 - WHEREAS, it is desired to 
address his Excellency, Alfred E. 
Driscoll, Governor of the State of 
New Jersey, to acquaint his Excel- 
lency with the exigencies of a situ- 


ation in our community with respect. 


to the proposed construction in the 
City of Newark of a new brewery 
plant by the Anheuser-Busch, Inc., 
of St. Louis; which arise because the 
proposed plant is to be located off 
Route 25, in the vicinity of Newark 


Airport; and before the owner will 
start construction it desires written 
assurance from the Port of New 
York Authority that it will not in 
the future interfere with the con- 
struction and proceedings by the 
Authority; and 


WHEREAS, in the lease negoti- 
ations between The City of Newark 
and the Port of New York Authority, 
for Port Newark and Newark Air- 
port, it was definitely understood 
and agreed that there would be no 
interference by the Port Authority 
with the construction of the brew- 
ery for which a permit had been 
issued by the city on March 26, 1946, 
for a plant to cost $35,000,000.00, 
the construction of which had been 
delayed by the Federal restrictions 
es to construction; and 


WHEREAS, the Anbeuser-Busch, 
Inc, on the representations afore- 
said has expended approximately 
$200,000 for fill and soil treatment of 
the fifty acres of land it has acquired 
at large costs, in addition to which 
it has expended large sums for plans 
and specifications; and 


WHEREAS, it is the apparent duty 
of the Port Authority officials to 
give. written assurance to the An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc. as it requires in 
accordance with the conditions un- 
der which the Authority holds the 
lease to Port Newark and Newark 
Airport, because without such assur- 
ance the plant will be lost to the 
City of Newark and to the State of 
New Jersey; and 


WHEREAS, it is inconsistent with 
good government to permit the loss 
to the community of the proposed 
plant and the employment it will 
ultimately affect to 4,500 to 5,000

"Suitaable' is defined for the pur- 
pose of this section, to be a recept- 
acle, can cr barrel, made of metal 
of a substantial nature, suuch as 
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galvanized iron, with a tight fitting 
cover ol metal, waterproofed, and 
eighteen (18) inches in diameter and 
twenty-six (26) inehes in height, 
or one of thirty (30) gallon capacity, 
with pull handle. 


“Any person, persons or corpora- 
tion who shall violate the provisions 
of this section shall upon conviction 
thereof be subject to a penalty of 
not more than $50.00 for the first 
cffense, and not more than $100.00 
for each subsequent offense."

BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 


‘SEPTEMBER — 1949 


Newark, N. J, September 7, 1849 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Cham- 
ber, City Hall, Newark,, at 2:00 
P. M. Daylight Saving Time. 


Mayor Villani: The meeting will 
come to order. The Clerk will call 
the roll. 


Present: Commissioners Carlin, 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Moran, Mayor

Commissioner Keenan moved that 
the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting be dispensed with.

As some 
of his objections he cited increased 
traffic congestion, parking prob- 
lems, inadequate police protection, 
lack of educational facilities for 
children, and the failure of Mr. 
Padula, contractor for this develop- 
ment, to live up to his original 
contract to construct one and two 
family houses. Mr. Pressler present- 
ed a petition signed by 501 owners 
and tenants in the immediate area, 
objecting to the passage of this 
ordinance. 


Philip Segal, representing vet- 
eran groups, expressed his opposi- 
tion to the ordinance by stating 
that the Fairmount Construction 
Company had failed to live up to 
its contract to provide low cost 
housing for veterans. Mr. Segal was 
opposed to the construction of ary- 
thing over two-story garden apart- 
menís on this tract. 


Frank Hoagland, representing the 
district council of the painters union, 
objected to the ordinance, express- 
ing his union's opposition to doing 
any business with the Fairmount 
Construction Company. 


Michael J. O'Connor, representing 
the Mt. Vernon Improvement Asso- 
ciation, John Walsack of the District 
Council of the Carpenters Union, 
and Henry Gottfried, representing 
the Tuxedo Park Protective Associ- 


ation, spoke in opposition to the 
ordinance. Mr. Gottfried noted that 
he had appeared before the Com- 
mission last September and had 
asked the Commission to direct 
counsel to enforce the contract ex- 
isting between the Fairmount Con- 
struction Co. and the city in that 
the Fairmount Construction Co. was 
violating its contract by construct- 
ing 4 family houses. He cited that 
veterans are unable to pay present 
rentals at Ivy Hill. 


Commissioner Ellenstein spoke, 
indicating the necessity for finding 
dwellings for 30,000 unhoused fam- 
ilies. The Commissioner stated that 
he recognized that the Ivy Hill 
tract was the most desirable tract 
in the city for residential purposes 
and for multiple units. He stated 
that he recognized the position of 
the objectors but reiterated the 
need for more dwelling units. 


Mayor Villani stated that in regis- 
tering his vote to set up multiple 
units, he was not in favor of re- 
moving the restrictions in the deed 
with Mr. Padula. The Mayor said 
that in voting for multiple units he 
was considering, above all, the best 
interests of the city. 


Mrs. Bernard Bell spoke in oppo- 
sition to the Ordinance. Mr. Press- 
ler asked for a deferment of the vote 
on the ordinance, suggesting that 
the Mayor appoint a committee to 
meet with those opposing the ordin- 
ance. Commissioner Carlin moved 
that action on the ordinance be de- 
ferred for one month.

Sanford Silver- 
man, appearing for residents of the 
neighborhood, objected to the ordin- 
ance pointing out the difficulties 
involved in finding new dwellings 
for those individuals who would be 
dispossessed. Lottie Miethke, Edith 
Hall, Mrs. L. Smith, Mary Pike, Mrs. 
J. F. Piarre, Dorothy Cooper, W. S. 
Kelly, Edward Heller and Samuel 
S. Smart spoke in opposition to the 
ordinance. 


Joseph Lowenstein, appearing for 
Feist & Feist and L. Bamberger & 
Co., stated that it was not the in- 
tention of L. Bamberger & Co., to 
dispossess the tenants in this area, 
but that every effort would be made 
to find suitable housing for them. 


Upon a motion by Commissioner 
Keenan the hearing was closed and 
action deferred for 2 weeks. Com- 
missioner Ellenstein moved that the 
matter be referred to the Law De- 
partment to determine whether 
there is a reversionary right in the 
event the property in question is 
not used for parking purposes, and 
also to ascertain how the city can 
protect the people who now occupy 
Plum Street. The motion was ap- 
proved. 


801 - An ordinance to prohibit 


the sale of men’s, women’s, or 
children’s clothing, or other wear- 
ing apparel, in the City of Newark, 
on the first day of the week, com- 
monly called Sunday. Isadore Wax- 
man, appearing in behalf of the re- 
tail neighborhood merchants ob- 
jected to the ordinance. Leon W. 
Kapp, representing Prentis Clothes, 
objected to the ordinance, stating 
it was unreasonable and discrim- 
inatory. 


Barney Larkey, representing the 
Larkey Co., spoke in behalf of the 
ordinance. Commissioner Elenstein 
moved that the matter be referred 
to the Law Department for a de- 
cision on the legal questions involv- 
ed and moved that action on the or- 
dinance be deferred for 2 weeks. 
The motion was approved. 


802 - An Ordinance to amend an 
ordinance regulating and establish- 
ing the opening and closing hours 
of establishments licensed for the 
sale of alcoholic beverages and fix- 
ing a penalty for violation of the 
provisions thereof adopted Decem- 
ber 18, 1945, was stricken. 


803 - An Ordinance to amend the 
Zoning Ordinance of the City of 
Newark, adopted January 8th, 1930, 
as amended and supplemented, to 
change a zone in the Forest Hill 
area to a third residential zone. John 
Cervase, representing the Forest 
Hill Home Owner’s Association, 
spoke in favor of passage of the 
ordinance. He stated that the home 
owners in that area were opposed 
to the construction of stores at the 
prcposed location because of the 
depreciation in the value of their 
prcperties. 


Nathan S. Goldman, representing 
the owners of the plot of land in 
question, appeared in opposition to 
the ordinance. He cited the necessity 
for additional shopping facilities for 
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residents of the new dwellings being 
erected. Mr. Goldman stated that 
he had made a personal survey of 
the neighborhood in question and 
had found that most of the inhabit- 
ants were in favor of the erection 
of the stores. 


The following spoke in favor of 
passage of the ordinance: Blair 
Reiley, Walter G. Hunt, Mrs. Fred- 
erick Griffin, John V. Laddey, 
James F. X. O’Brien, Frank Ferrara, 
Haroid Truscott, Victor Ferrarelli, 
Michael Dallegro, and Alfred Lem- 
bo. Harry Waxman, representing 
the builders of the new develop- 
ment, spoke in opposition to the 
ordinance, stating that prospective 
tenants were vitally interested in 
shopping facilities in the immedi- 
ate vicinity. 


In the final vote on the ordinance, 
Commissioners Carlin, Keenan and 
Mayor Villani voted “aye” and Com- 
missioners Ellenstein and Moran 
"naye". The ordinance was de- 
clared lost since 4 votes were re- 
quired for adoption, because of 
previous rejection by the Planning 
Board.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Cham- 
ber, City Hall, Newark, at 2:00 
P. M. 


Mayor Villani: The meeting will 
come to order. The Clerk will call 
the roll. 


Present: Commissioners Carlin, 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Moran, Mayor 
Villani. 


Mayor Villani: The Clerk will 
resd the minutes of the previous 
meeting. 


Commissioner Keenan moved that 
the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting be dispensed with. 


1045 - An Ordinance amending 
the title of an ordinance creating 
permanent positions in the Newark 
City Almshouse, Department of 
Public Affairs, and establishing 
salaries therefor, adopted April 7th, 
1943, and amending section 2 of 
said ordinance, as follows: 


The title of said ordinance is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 


“An Ordinance creating perma- 
nent positions in Ivy Haven, De- 
partment of Public Affairs, and 
establishing salaries therefor”. Sec- 
tion 2 of the ordinance is hereby 
amended to eliminate therefrom the 
following positions: Supervisor of 
Farm and Grounds, and Farm Hand. 
The aforesaid ordinance was amend- 
ed by adding thereto the following 
Section to be known as “Section 


2(0)": “2 (o) There is hereby created 
in Ivy Haven, Department of Public 
Affairs, the following permanent 
positions and Salaries therefor: 


Supervisor of Grounds, ann. min. 
of $2500. and ann. max. of $3000; 
Ground Keeper, ann. min. of $1340. 
and max. of $1600, (plus mainten- 
ance); Ground Keeper, ann. min. of 
$1700. and ann. max. of $1960, (with- 
ouf maintenance); Occupational 
Therapist, ann. min. of $2200. and 
max. of $2600. The date set for 
further hearing and final passage 
was December 14th. 


1046 - An Ordinance to amend 
Section 17 of the Revised Ordinances 
of the City of Newark (Revision of 
1913) as follows: 


"Section 17: Hereafter the salary 
of all officers and employees of the 
City of Newark, except those on the 
bi-weekly payrolls of the Bureau of 
Sanitation, Bureau of Streets, Bur- 
eau of Sewers and House Sewer 
Connections and the Division of 
Water Accounts, shall be paid bi- 
weekly, beginning Saturday, Janu- 
ary 14, 1950, and bi-weekly there- 
after.” This ordinance shall become 
effective January 1, 1950. The date 
set for further hearing and final 
passage was December 14th. 


1047 - An Ordinance to prohibit 
the sale of men and womens cloth- 
ing on Sundays was presented for 
first reading. All of the City Com- 
missioners informed Barney Larkey 
who spoke for passage of the Ordin- 
ance, that it was too broad and for 
that reason they opposed it. Director 
Ellenstein said he could not favor 
it for that reason and the other Com- 
missioners voted “nay.” 
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1048 - An Ordinance providing 
for the vacation of all that part of 
Magnolia Street, also known es old 
Magnolia Street, 25 feet, more or 
less in width, extending from the 
westerly line of South 12th Street. 
westerly 100.58 feet, more or less, 
to its terminus as the same. was 
acquired by the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Newark, 
N. J., by deed Liber X44, Page 255, 
dated March 5, 1909, in the office 
of the Register of Deeds, Essex 
County, N. J. December 14th wes 
set for further hearing and final 
passage. 


1049 - An Ordinance providing 
for the vacation, release and extin- 
quishment of the public rights of 
and in the following streets as laid 
out in the maps of the Commission- 
ers to lay out Sts., Aves. & Squsres; 
all that part of Avenue K, as laid 
out 75 feet in width, extending from 
the southerly side of Delancy Street, 
southerly to the northerly side of 
Clifford Street, and all that part of 
Clifford Street as laid out 60 feet 
in width, extending from the easter- 
ly line of Avenue J, ezsterly to the 
westerly line of Avenue L: and all 
that part of South Street as laid 
out 68 feet in width, extending from 
the Easterly line of Avenue J, east- 
erly to the westerly line of Avenue 
K. The date set for further hearing 
and final passage was December 14. 


1050 - An Ordinence to provide 
for the closing on the first day of 
the week, commonly known as Sun- 
day, and for the closing on certain 
legal holidays, and regulating the 
opening and closing hours of places 
„and shops commonly known as 
barber shops or tonsorial parlors. 
December 14th was set for further 
hearing and final passage. 


1051 - An Ordinance abolishing 
ihe Municipal Employees Compen- 
sation Bureau; repealing the ordin- 


ances therefor; transferring the 
duties to the Law Department; 
creating the position of Investiga- 
tor therein and fixing the salary 
therefor; and providing for tae 
transfer of the Investigator in charge 
in said bureau to the position of 
Investigator in the Law Depart- 
ment. 


Commissioner Keenan moved that 
the title be amended by striking out 
in the 5th and 9th lines the words 
"Investigating Attorney" and sub- 
stitute the word "Investigator" and 
that Secticn 3 be amended by strik- 
ing out in the 2nd line the words 
"Investiga-ing. Attorney" and sub- 
stitute the word "Investigator." The 
ordinance, es amended, was passed 
on third and final reading. 


1052 - An Ordinance appropriat- 
ing the sum of $10,500. for the pur- 
chase of land to be used for a public 
park, and stated that today wes the 
park, was passed on third and final 
reading. 


1053 - An Ordinence providing 
for the vacation of Plum Street, as 
the same is laid out 40 feet in width 
on map of the Commissioners to 
lay out streets, avenues and squares, 
extending from the westerly line of 
Washington Street to the easterly 
line of Plane Street, was laid over 
for two weeks.
